Return "On Their Own" 


Carl C. Leist, Red Cross chair- 


man, wag notified Friday evening 
by C. F. Holland, Red Cross dis- 
aster relief director at Portsmouth, 
that all those who were anxious 


xeturn to thetr~homes "strictly 


on their own" could be released. • 


Mr/ Holland said many of the 


homes were sUll undej&^tttamfjt^*- 
He explained those released would 
have to make their own arrange- 
ments for food, shelter and cloth- 
ing the stricken area. He preferred 
only able-bodied men, who would 
assist in cleaning up the city and 
homes, be returned on the Satur- 
day train. Mr. Rolland said definite 
word concerning the return 
of 


other refugees in the city would be 
given, probably on Monday. 


Refugees in all buildings were 


kept inside after the evening meal 
and E. C. Ebert, local relief chair-

So for a week the peo- 
ple lived in tents and booths of 
branches as their fathers had for 
40 years. In the wilderness wan- 
derings God gave their fathers 
water from a rock smitten by 
Moses' rod. Here Jesus claimed 
that rock represented him, saying, 
"If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me and drink. He that be- 
lleveth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, from within him shall flow 
rivers of living water." God had 
guided their fathers through their 
wilderness wanderings by a pillar 
of fire which was their light by 
night. This, too, as well as the 
smitten rock, was a type and fore 
shadowing of Christ; "Again there 
fore Jesus spake unto them say 
ing, T am the light of the world 
he that followeth me shall no 
walk in the darkness, but shal 
have the light of life." 
The Darkness He Came to Lighten 


How much the world of darkness 


needed Jesus as its Light! Those 
closest to him in his own family 
were in darkness regarding him 
and his mission to the world: "For 


even his brethren did not believe 
on him." Even greater was the 
willful blindness of the spiritual 
leaders who were even then, nix

lation. 
"Ye both know me, and

The reason they were rejecting 
him was because they were deli- 
berately planning to extinguish 
he light of truth. So Jesus said

ul blindness of his murderous op- 
xments he explained, saying, "Ye 
are of your father the devil . . . 
for this cause ye hear not, because 
ye are not of God."

thereupon healed a man
